.This position should give you 
the feel that you possess a firm 
foundation which at lhe same 
tlmo permits you a freedom of 
movement jn your shoulders, 
hips and arms. Thera 
be nothing in your position at 
the ball to prevent you from 
keeping perfect balance at all 
times and having a free swing. 

Most beginners don’t take the 
time to‘sot themselves up at tha 
bell with the correct stance. 
The idea ts to get a good firm 
gtip on the ground and yet not 
be roofed there, Strong and 
supplo legs are: just os impor. 
{ant to good golf as strong ond 
supple arms and wrists, 

Another common . mistake 
among. beginning golfers is that 
they stund too far away from 
the ball during the oddrers.

The 
Russian Orthodox Church, stlll 
prevalling In the villages of to- 
day, was first Introduced during 
that time. The cross. bow, 
bucket yoke and steam bath 
were contributions by the 
Russan missionaries. -

At one time there were 
16,000 Aleuts but the race is 
steadily. d¢creasing and in tlme 
may‘ become extinct. 

Some of the facts learned by 
last summer's expedition are 
that the native dict consisted 
of about 800 to 1400 calorics 
per day compared to the modern 
average of 3,000 or over; the 
Aleuts are susceptible to diseascs 
such as tuberculosis and syphilis; 
the tribes, despite high protein 
diet, hnd an unusual. lack of 
heart disease. - i 

Skulls found showed that no 
dental decay existed 200 years 
ago. 

A pre-Christlan Aleut god, 
never ‘before identified, was 
discovered at Nikolski lasf year. 
Unlike most pre-Christian © re- 
ligions, the Aleut had but one 
god and one devil—niuch to the 
amazement of students of 
Eskimo culture and primitive 
religions. Their god, an ivory 
carved figure -In the’ Ilkeness of

Trade Pact. 


‘Frankfurt, Aus. 20.—An 
agreement for free trade be- 
tween Switecriand and Western 
Germany without any limiting 
import quotas was announced 
today. : 

The action was heralded by 
Allied . officials as. “the first
